A short  outline  cf  the 
main  features  before  the  department  during  the  year  is 
given  as  it  was  felt  that  without  this, little  interest 
might  be  roused  in  Members  of  the  Council  not  fully  conver 
sant  with  detailed  health  statistics.

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HEALTH  SERVICES  - GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS..

The  health  of  a conirminity  can  only  be  estimated  by  its  negative 
rather  than  its  positive  results^That  is  to  say ^frequent  epidemics 
or  obvious  ill-health  is  an  index  of  its  failure  to  control  and  give 
service  in  health  matters-  I am  happy  to  report  once  again, that  in 
spite  of  the  continuation  of  hostilities  the  health  of  Chelmsford 
did  not  in  any  way  deteriorate  during  the  year  1941.  In  fact  there 
was  a decline  in  many  diseases , e.g.-  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  where 
only  2 cases  were  reported; diphtheria-  9 notifications  with  one  death, 
this  being  in  a family  who  had  refused  free  immunisation  and  the  dis-. 
ease  was  brought  by  contact  while  a member  of  the  family  was  away  on 
holiday  in  the  North;  absence  of  scarlet  fever ,.etc* 

It  is  worMi  recording  that  the  Ivlaternity  & Child  Welfare  Clinic 
attendances  jurrped  considerably  from  5430  in  1940  to  7085  in  1941, 
and  the  respective  New  Cases  seeking  advice-  435  to  816  for  the  two 
years, while  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  rose  from  148  to  167, during  the 
same  periods 

That  quiet  and  efficient  officer-the  Health  Visitor( there  are 
3 in  Chelmsford)-  excelled  themselves  in  performing  no  less  than 
7294  visits  in  1941  compared  with  3,196  in  1940, and  of  those  209  were 
in  respect  of  expectant  mothers-  With^Jbe  extension  of  the  public 
health  services  to  include  the  issuing^>,clothes  coupons , fruit  juices 
and  cod  liver  oil, etc, the  public  are  becoming /more  and  more  aware  of 
the  benefits  that  can  be  obtained  by  a visit  to  the  clinicj.  Services 
which  cannot  be  obtained  through  the  busy  practitioner-  The  old  idea 
that  the  clinic  was  something  to  do  with  impecuniosity  or  related  to 
"public  assistance"  dies  hard, but  it  is  encouraging  that  at  any  rate 
Chelmsford  is  laying  this  bogey. 

Many  consultations  have  been  made  during  the  year  at  the  re- 
quest of  practitioners  and  the  department  is  beginning  to  feel  that 
there  is  co-operation  at  last  and  any  sense  of  rivalry  no  longer 
exists.  Our  only  concern  is  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Chelmsford. 

TJnere  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1941  but  the  infant  mortality 
although  below  the  average  for  the  country  and  considerably  lower 
than  in  1940, still  gives  cause  for  concern.  Pull  investigation  is 
made  in  every  case  reported  with  a view  to  making  a detailed  state- 
ment and  recommendation  in  the  future. 

The  follov/ing  matters  have  arisen  during  the  year  under  review  :- 

1. Miss  Jenkins, Health  Visitor , commenced  her  appointment  on  1/1/41. 

2.  Miss  E. E.Wilden, Health  Visitor , commenced  her  appointment  on  1/6/41. 
3. Irrminisation  against  Organisms  of  Diphtheria  and  the  Typhoid  Group 

was  continued. 

4. Occupation  of  the  Clinic  by  the  Ministry  of  pensions  at  a charge 
of  £52  per  annum  for  one  whole  day  per  week. 

5.  A number  of  Superannuation  cases  were  examined  and  as  a result  a 
scheme  to  place  Superannuation  on  a definite  footing  was  intro  - 
duced  and  accepted  by  the  Council. 

The  Scheme  includes; - 

(a) High  Standard  required  as  for  insurance  schemes. 

(b) Routine  forms  to  be  completed  by  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
candidates  own  doctor. 

(c) Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  act  as  advisor  in  these  Medical 
Reports. 

( d)  Superannuation  Committee  to  confirm  or  otherwise  Medical  Reports. 

(e ^Examinations  and  Report  should  be  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer 

of  Henlth(or  if  inpossible  by  reason  of  severe  illness  the  errploy- 
-ee’s  own  practitioner)  on  continued  absence  from  enployment  ex- 
ceeding 1 month. 

(f)All  Medical  records  to  be  kept  in  the  files  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

6.  In  May  it  was  reported  that  1,402  cases  had  accepted  free  immuni- 
sation against  Diphtheria. 

7.  Gift  of  4 bottles  of  Concentrated  Fish  Liver  Oil(Navitol )from 
U.S.A.  and  presented  by  the  American  Jewish  Children  to  British 
Children. 
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The  Education  Goramittee  permitted  children  between  U-5  years 
of  age  to  attend  school  in  the  absence  of  Nursery  Classes. 

The  Maternity  Home  at  Writtle  Tark  was  visited  and  inspected* 

On  August  1st, the  department  arranged  to  issue  50  Clothing 
Coupons  to  an  Expectant  Mother  at  the  request  of  the  Government. 

Arrangements  were  made  re  Mutual  Assistance. 

The  question  of  a Blood  Transfusion  Scheme  was  before  the 
Council . 

Mr .G.D.W. Brown, Junior  Clerk  in  the  tublic  Health  Department 
was  called  to  the  Services  on  9th  August, 1941. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  were  asked  to  take 
over  the  issue  of  free  Fruit  Juices  and  Cod  Liver  Oil. 

The  question  of  'War-Time  Nurseries  was  actively  in  mind  and  the 
final  result  will  be  reported  in  the  1942  Annual  Report. 

Alternative  arrangements  were  made  for  disinfecting  etc, with 
the  St.John’s  Hospital. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  v/as  appointed  to  attend  the 
Chelmisford  'vVelfarc  Conmittee.
